1  could  receive  such  appropriations  they  could  make 
their  work  much  more  effective  and  the  denomina¬ 
tion  would  receive  correspondingly  greater  bene¬ 
fits.

His  (vital  success  in  any  line  depends  in  the  long 
run  upon  his  eplritual  qualities.  The  spiritual 
.b  uild  dominate,  even  In  his  administrative  af- 
falyn.  By  magnifying  the  importance  of  the 
r>ru4rher  I  do  not  minimise  the  value  of  the  other 
factors  In  our  church  and  Kingdom  life.  God  has 
|iut  the  heavy  load  of  responsibility  of  leadership 
tr  Bis  Kingdom  on  the  preacher.  He  must  not 
shift  nor  shirk  this  responsibility.  If  ha  does, 
h.-  imperils  the  progress  of  the  Kingdom.  I 
would  warn  and  caution  my  preacher  brothers  in 
the  matter  of  guarding,  protecting,  feeding,  pro¬ 
moting  and  growing  the  iptritual  in  their  mln- 
la». 

The  Things  That  Feed  It 
ff  we  are  to  give  ourselves  as  the  apostolic 
order  set  out  for  ua,  "continually  to  prayer  and 
IS  the  ministry  of  the  word",  we  must  guard  with 
•eqred  and  constant  dievotlon  the  growth  of  the 
spiritual  In  our  hearts,  and  thia  Is  done 

t.  By  prayer.  The  prayerleaa  preacher  will  be 
a  powerless  preacher  and  the  preacher  eplritually 
p.fWrrlees  le  constantly  limited  in  hie  ability  to 
emceed.  Prayer  Is  one  of  the  biggest  words  in 
the  spiritual  dictionary  and  Is  probably  the  moat 
Important  act  of  the  human  soul  aside  from  ac¬ 
cepting  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  personal  Savior. 
My  fear  la  that  we  pres* hers  pray  far  too  little. 
ITeyrrleesneea  sbowa  itself  and  ao  does  prayer- 
f |lneaa  in  every  sermon  we  preach  and  in  every 
tfru  of  our  ministerial  Uvea.  It  la  probably  the 
greateel  fountain  of  Ufo  for  spiritual  resources. 

I  A  devatkeaal  atady  a#  the  Ward  of  God,  I 
think  will  coeao  next  In  feeding  the  roots  of  the 
^(ritual  lift.  I  have  noticed  that  the  men  who 
master  the  Bible  are  mastered  by  the  power  of 
ftod.  I  have  never  known  one  of  them  to  lack  a 
great  bearing  If  h#  maintained  tbs  spirit  of  the 
Ceapel  la  bit  ministry  I  have  another  fear 
about  myself  and  my  brother  preachers  and  that 
,  h  that  we  da  not  give  ourselves  as  we  should 
|  M  the  study  of  the  Word  of  God.  The  greatest

momenta  of  our  ministry  will  be  when  we  preach 
after  mastering  the  Word  of  God. 

8.  Constantly  seeking  the  evangelistic,  soul- 
winning  note  and  passion,  a  persistent  longing 
for  the  salvntion  of  men,  will  also  fatten  the  spir¬ 
itual  soul  and  make  our  bones  rich  in  the  marrow 
of  power.  The  disciple  of  Christ  who  does  not 
long  for  and  constantly  seek  the  salvation  of 
some  lost  soul  will  soon  be  famine  stricken  in 
soul  and  show  evidences  of  spiritual  weakness. 
The  soul-winning  fountains  are  the  richest 
springs  of  life  and  power. 

4.  Seeking  to  meet  in  soul  and  life  the  condi¬ 
tions  of  the  Holy  Spirit's  presence  and  power  will 
also  greatly  feed  the  spiritual  resources.  Paul 
fattened  in  jail  or  on  the  high  seas,  amid  the 
atorma  of  life,  because  he  never  lost  sight  of  the 
great  spiritual  motives,  aims  and  paaaions  in  his 
ministry.  If  we  will  follow  Paul’s  plan  as  he  in¬ 
terpreted  Christ’*  program  for  the  ministry,  we 
ourselves  will  maintain  the  mastery  of  the  spir¬ 
itual  and  hence  greatly  forward  all  the  vital  in¬ 
terests  of  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

Necessity  Is  Laid  On  Us 
If  we  get  our  eyes  off  of  Christ  and  lost  souls 
all  the  fountains  of  spiritual  power  will  dry  up. 
It  is  spiritual  motive  and  spiritual  passion  and 
soul-winning  passion  which  lubricate  the  wheels 
of  Christ's  machinery.  We  must  keep  the  spir¬ 
itual  predominant  if  we  are  to  win.  I  believe 
nothing  is  more  important  to  Southern  Baptists 
as  they  face  the  double  money  task  in  the  months 
just  ahead  than  that  every  factor  in  our  churches 
should  give  itself  without  reservation  to  the  win¬ 
ning  of  lost  men  to  Jesus  Christ.  It  will  be  good 
for  every  editor,  general  secretary,  state  secre¬ 
tary,  seminary  and  college  president  and  pro¬ 
fessor,  guperintendent  of  hospital  or  orphans’ 
home,  all  our  forces  to  get  in  the  midst  of  a  great 
revival  of  religion.  Go  to  the  country  and  hold 
a  meeting,  bring  yourself  back  to  the  plain  po¬ 
tentialities  of  the  Gospel— prayer,  simple  faith, 
preaching  of  the  vital  doctrines,  going  personally, 
face  to  face  after  lost  men,  getting  out  in  the 
open  where  men  live  and  struggle  with  the  prob¬ 
lems  of  life.  Oh,  we  need  a  great  Southwide 
devotement  to  soul-winning!  If  16,000  Baptist 
preachers  will  hold  10,000  evangelistic  revivals 
this  summer,  not  even  the  calculus  of  the  angels 
can  sum  up  the  results  to  all  the  vital  needs  of 
our  causes. 

God  help  us  to  keep  our  eyes  on  Christ,  our 
hearts  in  love  and  compassion  on  a  lost  world 
and  our  souls  fixed  with  a  holy  determination  to 
keep  the  spiritual  primal  and  in  the  first  place  of 
importance  in  all  our  work.  This  is  the  most 
insistent  urgency  of  my  soul  as  1  face  the  atsks 
of  Southern  Baptists.

South  Carolina  is  loath  to  part  with  her  great 
leader,  but  recognir.es  that  the  whole  is  greater 
than  any  one  of  the  parts,  and  therefore  yields 
gracefully.

No  man 
was  ever  freer  from  cant  and  make-believe.  He 
has  the  frankness  of  a  child.  But  the  deep  un¬ 
dercurrent  of  his  life  is  religious.  In  the  nearly 
five  year,  of  his  leadership  in  South  Carolina  he 
has  walked  end  talked  with  God. 

The  finest  ef  all  his  fine  qualities  is  his  natural¬ 
ness  Whoever  saw  Dr.  Burts  put  on  airs!  His 
judgment  is  seasoned  and  trustworthy!  In  a 
Urge  crowd  of  people  he  U  not  the  flrat  to  apeak. 


But  when  he  doe*  speak  it  U  not  beenuae  be  ha. 
to  say  something,  but  because  he  has  something 
to  say.  A  banker  in  Columbia,  said  he  would  as 
soon  rely  upon  the  judgment  of  Dr.  Burts  a a 
upon  that  of  any  In  the  city.  Think  of  that 
And  he  is  a  minister  too! 

There  is  not  a  Uiy  bone  In  his  freat  frame. 
He  is  a  hard  worker.  His  willingness  to  spend 
himself  and  his  desire  to  see  everything  » round 
him  advance,  might  give  a  by-sunder  the  impres¬ 
sion  of  a  dictator.  But  then-  never  waa  a  man 
more  considerate  of  other*.  That  s  the  reason 
he  i*  the  best  beloved  man  in  South  Carolina. 
Some  one,  knowing  that  I  succeeded  him  in  the 
pastorate,  said:  "How  do  you  get  along  with 
Burts?”  I  replied:  "There  is  only  one  class  of 
people  who  can  not  make  it  with  him.  That’s  the 
class  that  does  not  want  to  do  right.” 

I  doubt  if  the  committee  on  the  next  program 
could  have  found  a  more  suitable  man  anywhere 
in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  for  this  plare 
He  was  born  to  be  a  leader.

8.  That  the  program  and  literature  to  be 
prepared  by  a  Joint  committee  of  the  Foreign 
Miasion  Board,  Sunday  School  Board  and  Near 
East  Relief  for  use  on  January  18th,  1926,  shall 
be  financed  out  of  the  undivided  relief  funds  and 
that  an  advertisement  in  Southern  Baptiat  state 
papers  shall  be  carried  for  at  least  four  issues 
Ilf  said  papers,  the  date  for  the  appearance  of 
this  advertisement  to  be  decided  upon  later  and 
the  material  for  which  to  be  prepared  jointly  by 
a  committee  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  and 
th*  Sunday  School  Board  and  the  Near  East 
Relief,  th#  expense  of  this  advertisement  to  be 
borne  by  the  Joint  relief  fund  also. 

10.  That  the  Near  East  Relief  and  the  Foreign 
Miasion  BBard  agree  that  all  distinctive  and 
separate  foreign  relief  work  should  be  consider¬ 
ed  as  a  temporary  and  emergency  claim  upon  the 
churches,  and  that  both  these  organisations  will 
seek  to  reduce  and  discontinue  this  appeal  for 
relief  funds  aa  soon  as  conditions  allow,  and  a 
Christian  conscience  will  sanction,  it  being  the 
avowed  purpose  of  the  Near  East  Relief  to  reduce 
its  expenditures  by  something  like  25%  a  year, 
and,  if  possible,  to  bring  its  relief  program  to 
a  close  within  approximately  five  years,  thus 
relieving  the  churches  of  this  draft  upon  their 
resources  and  releasing  their  benevolences  for 
other  and  more  permanent  forms  of  Christian 
service. 

The  above  agreement  between  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
and  the  Near  Eaat  Relief  will  explain  itaelt 
But  nevertheless  there  are  two  or  three  com¬ 
ments  which  ought  to  be  made  on  it  in  order  to 
win  for  it  the  fullest  possible  sympathy  of  South- 
'  rra  Baptists  and  secure  their  largest  co-opera¬ 
tion  in  making  this  agreement  effective. 

The  Southern  Baptiat  Convention  in  Atlanta, 
May  1924,  took  the  following  action  affecting  the 
matter  with  which  the  agreement  deals: 

1.  That  this  board  have  a  meeting  with  the 
Near  East  Relief  aa  soon  as  possible  after  the 
onvention  and  make  any  arrangements  that  may 
be  acceptable  to  the  Board.  In  the  event  of  such 
arrangements  being  made  satisfactorily,  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  is  hereby  authorised  to 
name  s  day  to  be  known  aa  Foreign  Relief  Day 
for  the  purpose  of  securing  funds  for  Relief  pur¬ 
poses,  and  all  money  secured  be  forwarded, to 
our  Board. 

2.  In  the  event  the  Board  finds  it  impossible 
to  com*  to  a  working  agreement  with  the  Near 
East  Relief  people,  then  we  recommend  that  the 
Foreign  Miasion  Board  make  announcement  of 
this  (Wet  to  elicit  the  support  of  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist*  for  such  relief  work  as  the  Board  finds  it 
la  under  necessity  of  conducting,  it  being  under¬ 
stood  that  in  the  judgement  of  this  Convention 
all  Relief  work  should  be  considered  as  an 
emergency  and  discontinued  altogether  as  soon 
aa  Christian  duty  allows. 

Tha  agreement  with  the  Near  Eaat  Relief  was 
n  ach#d  in  accordance  with  the  above  instructions 
of  th#  Convention.  We  believe  that  it  will  prove 
a  sufficient  protection  to  our  Southern  Baptist 
churches,  Sunday  Schools,  individuals  and  church 
societies  and  that  it  will  prove  highly  satisfactory 
to  our  Southern  Baptist  people  generally.  For 
two  or  three  years,  there  has  been,  as  all  our  peo¬ 
ple  kiow,  some  misunderstanding  between  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  and  the  Near  Eaat  Relief 
Organization,  and  this  haa  led  to  confusion  and 
dissatisfaction  among  Southern  Baptists.  The 
S  iuthern  Baptist  Convention  did  not  feel,  how¬ 
ever,  (hat  any  Southern  Baptiat  would,  for  per¬ 
sonal  reasons  and  misunderstandings,  wish  to 
shirk  duty  to  suffering  humanity  anywhere.  Un¬ 
doubtedly  every  Southern  Baptist  whose  heart  ia 
right  toward  God  and  those  who  need  Christian 
sympathy  and  help  desires  that  Southern  Bap¬ 


tists  shall  discharge  the  full  measure  at  these 
duty  to  all  such,  and  will  rejoice  In  a  straight 
forward,  simple  and  amicable  agreement  betsee* 
Southern  Baptists  and  the  Near  Eaat  Relief  which 
makes  it  possible  for  every  one  of  »»  to  do  >s*r 
duty  by  the  unfortunate  who  are  represented  by 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  and  the  Near  Eaet 
Relief.  Most  heartily  do  we  commend  th*  agree 
ment  to  gill  our  people  and  ask  their  c<  gprr«ti<m 
in  it. 

We  respectfully  suggest  thaf  the  mesi  aad 
women  of  our  church**,  aa  well  as  oar  paatnra, 
read  carefully  every  item  in  th*  above  agree 
ment,  and  then  file  this  agreement  lot  refer* net 
and  guidance  in  order  that  co-operation  la  tb# 
agreement  may  he  intelligent  and  faithful 

Perhaps  I  should  make  further  comaseeit  tin 
paragraph  10  of  the  agreement  The  Near  Eaet 
Relief  representatives  have  concurred  toi  the  ei*» 
of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  that  all  foreign 
relief  work  ia  of  the  nature  of  an  emergency  and 
have  agreed  to  reduce  as  fast  as  poaalM*  and 
discontinue  as  early  as  practicable  the  relief  werfc 
which  the  Near  East  Relief  is  now  doing  Through 
visits  of  Drs.  Rushbrooke  and  Gill  to  th#  Near 
East  and  report  of  Brother  Watts  for  Pa  loot  hw 
and  Syria,  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  ha* 
thoroughly  informed  itself  concerning  the  ns«ar» 
of  the  work  which  the  Near  East  Relief  is  do¬ 
ing  and  could  not  ask  more  than  the  Near  led 
Relief  has  granted  in  this  agreement,  for  la 
stance,  w*  have  been  compelled  to  raeognla* 
that,  since  much  of  the  Near  Eaat  Relief  work 
is  with  children  whoa*  parents  have  been  hatcher 
ed  by  the  Turks,  It  Is  impossible  for  th*  Near 
East  Relief  to,  discontinue  its  care  of  th*## 
children  immediately.  The  agreement  sufftcteeitly 
protects  the  Near  East  Relief  in  the  car*  of  th#** 
children  and  Southern  BaptiaU  against  unnaea* 
sarily  prolonged  relief  appeal. 

This  agreement  goes  into  effect  Jatw  14th. 
1924.

The  Boyhood  of  Jesus 

Scriptural  lesson — Luke  2:40-52. 

Golden  Text:  And  Jesus  advanced 
ia  wisdom  and  stature  and  in  favor 
with  God  and  with  men.”  Luke 
*52. 

Jesus  like  other  Jewish  boys  grew 
up  amid  the  environment  into  which 
th*  circumstances  of  his  life  intro¬ 
duced  him,  by  his  birth.  He  devel¬ 
oped  along  the  normal  lines  of  hu¬ 
man  growth  and  development.  The 
agencies  employed  in  his  develop- 
nsent  were  such  as  were  common  in 
Jewish  family'  life  of  his  times. 
Mary,  his  mother,  was  his  first 
teacher.  Without  according  to  her, 
th*  divine  honors  which  the  Roman 
Catholic  church  claims  for  her,  or 
assigning  to  her  the  high  functions  in 
Gods  redemption  plan,  with  which 
that  church  has  invested  her,  we 
must  think  of  her  as  the  most  per¬ 
fect  product  of  the  Israelish  sys¬ 
tem  of  religion.  She  was  the  most 
perfect  flower  in  the  garden  of 
Israelish  womanhood. 

We  need  not  claim  for  Mary,  sin¬ 
lessness,  but  we  must  think  of  her 
as  on*  in  whom  the  spiritual  her¬ 
itage  of  the  Hebrew  race  found  its 
fullest  expression,  and  in  every  way 
qualified  her  to  be  the-  Mother  of  the 
head  of  a  new  humanity,  and  the 
teacher  of  him  whose  unfolding  na¬ 
ture  was  stimulated,  and  directed 
during  the  formative  years  of  his 
human  life  and  character. 

With  prayer  and  praise,  with  in¬ 
struction  in  the  word  of  God,  with 
precept  and  example  and  bits  of 
national  history  told  with  a  flaming 
enthusiasm,  all  reinforced  by  the 
power  of  her  matchless  personality 
Mh*  enlarged  every  possibility  of  his 
Hpier  being,  and  not  only  filled  his 
Hind  with  ideas,  but  his  soul  with 
ever  enlarging  ideals. 

Th*  part  alloted  to  the  Jewish 
father  in  the  training  of  his  son  de¬ 
volved  upon  Joseph  as  the  reputed 
father  of  the  son  of  Mary.  There 
ia  no  doubt  but  that  tl|g  scrupulously 
discharged  this  obligation  and  re¬ 
joiced  in  the  unfolding  life  of  his 
son.  The  Law,  the  Ritual,  and  the 
Creed  largely  made  up  the  curricu¬ 
lum  of  studies  taught  by  the  Jewish 
father  to  his  son.  Short  prayers, 
verses  of  scripture  to  be  memorized, 
and  questions  to  be  answered,  em¬ 
bracing  the  history  of  Israel,  the 
meaning  Of  the  whole  sacrificial  sys¬ 
tem,  and  Jhe  future  outlook  of  God’s 
choeen  people,  all  came  in  for  their 
share  of  (attention  in  the  course  of 
instruct^  alloted  to  the  father.

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SEVENTIETH  ANNIVERSARY  OF 

COLISEUM  CHURCH,  NEW 
ORLEANS.  WILL  BE 

CELEBRATED  ON  JULY  9 
By  Ora  L.  Jones 

Coliseum  Place  Baptist  Church, 
New  Orleans,  will  be  seventy  years 
old  on  Wednesday,  July  9,  1924. 
For  “three  score  years  and  ten”  this 
historic  old  church  has  earnestly 
contended  for  “the  faith  which  was 
once  for  all  delivered  unto  the  saints.” 
Starting  seventy  years  ago  with 
nine  members.  Coliseum  today,  with 
approximately  six  hundred  on  roll, 
can  look  with  pride  upon  the  achieve¬ 
ments  of  the  past.  Officers  and 
members  of  the  church  have  decided 
that  it  will  be  altogether  fitting  and 
proper  to  pause  for  a  brief  period 
on  the  evening  of  July  9  to  take  a 
retrospective  view  of  the  past  and 
to  pay  tribute  to  the  organizers  and 
builders  who  wrought  so  nobly  in 
the  past. 

Plans  are  already  under  way  to 
make  this  celebration  a  success. 
Efforts  will  be  made  to  secure  the 
attendance  of  every  living  former 
member  and  present  member 
of  the  church.  Where  ad¬ 
dresses  can  be  secured  in¬ 
vitations  will  be  mailed  to  every 
person  who  has  ever  been  a  member. 
Coliseum,  being  a  down-town  church, 
located  in  the  apartment  house  and 
furnished  room  section  of  the  city, 
has  ever  had  a  transient  member- 
)  ship.  It  is  estimated  that  there  are 
more  than  one  thousand  former 
members  now  living  who  have  moved 
their  membership  to  other  churches 
or  who  have  permitted  their  names 
to  be  dropped. 

An  appropriate  special  program 
will  be  given  on  the  evening  of  the 
ninth  and  will  be  broadcast  over  t)ie 
church's  radio  phone  station — 
“WABZ;  the  station  with  a  mes¬ 
sage.”  Several  hundred  members 
and  friends  of  Coliseum  are  expected 
to  be  present  and  hundreds  of  others 
are  expected  to  “listen  in"  for  the 
program.

Rev.  L.  T.  Hastings,  the  pastor,  is 
ex-officio  member  of  all  committees.

Coliseum  Place  Baptist  Church 
was  organized  on  July.  9,  1854,  in  a 
room  over  the  Carrollton  Railroad 
depot,  at  the  corner  of  Baronne  and 
Poydras  streets.  A  presbytery  com¬ 
posed  of  Elders  W.  C.  Duncan  and 
I.  T.  Tichenor  officiated  at  the  serv¬ 
ice  which  launched  the  new  church. 
There  were  nine  constituent  mem¬ 
bers.  Rev.  William  Cecil  Duncan,  a 
graduate  of  Columbia  College  and 
Madison  University,  who  officiated 
at  the  organization!  of  the  church, 
and  who  was  at  the  'time  serving  as 
pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church 
of  New  Orleans,  became  the  first 
pastor  of  Coliseum  soon  after  its 
organization.  He  died  in  harness 
about  five  years  after  the  organiza¬ 
tion.,  During  his  pastorate  267 
members  were  received — 130  by  bap¬ 
tism  and  137  by  letter. 

Unde»  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Mr. 
Duncan  i  the  lot  on  which  Coliseum 
Church  Jnow  stands  was  purchased 
for  $5,500  and  the  building  in  which 
the  congregation  still  worships  was 
erected  pt  a  cost  of  more  than  $50,- 
000.  TJie  first  service  in  the  new 
building  was  held  ifi  the  basement 
auditorium  on  November  12,  1854, 
but  it  Was  ’many  ytears  before  the 
building  was  completed  and  fur¬ 
nished.  A  debt  whs  incurred  that 
caused  repeated  embarassment  and 
was  only  wiped  outj  after  years  of 
self-denial  and  sacrifice  during 
which  the  Civil  War  added  to  the 
burdens  of  the  chuBch 

It  is  Interesting  to  note  that  Mrs. 
W.  C.  Duncan,  wiifcw  of  the  first 
pastor,  j  and  a  daughter  of  John 
Juden,  the  first  dewcon,  is  still  a 
member!  of  the  chirch.  Although 
now  wejl  along  in  hpr  nineties,  it  is 
hdped  that  Mrs.  Duncan  and  her 
older  sster,  Mrs.  Rostock,  will  be 
able  to  (attend  the  seventieth  birth¬ 
day  pa4. 

The  building  erected  in  1854  is 
still  in  {use,  but  it  I  has  long  since 
become  inadequate  to  the  needs  of 
the  church  and  its  (several  depart¬ 
ments.  !  The  structure,  while  alto¬ 
gether  piodem  in  its  day,  can  not 
now  be  changed  or  remodeled  in  any 
way  to  give  the  congregation  the 
kind  of  Church  plant,  it  needs.  Vari¬ 
ous  changes  and  plans  have  been 
considered  during  the  last  few  years 
but  in  every  instance  the  necessity 
for  a  new  building  pas  become  more 
apparent.  Means  for  financing  a 
building  enterprise  bsve  not  been  so  , 
apparent,  since  the  congregation 
cannot,  without  outside  aid,  success¬ 
fully  "put  over”  a  building  program. 

A  few  weeks  ago  a  new  church 
building  fund  was  started  and  to 
date  about  $1,200  io  cash  has  been 
contributed  in  sums  ranging  from  a 
few  pennies  to  a  few  dollars.  Mem¬ 
bers  and  guests  of  the  church  will 
be  given  an  opportunity  to  contrib¬ 
ute  to  this  fund — as  a  birthday  of¬ 
fering — on  the  occasion  of  the  “three 
score  years  and  ten"  celebration.
